Following is the message which Amerf- 
can echoolboys sent to President Kruger, and 
which was banded to him by James Francis 
Smith, the mess¢nger boy of Philadelphia, 
in l’retoria last Twesday: 


We, the undersigned, students 
of the public schools of Philadel- 
phia, the city where our fore- 
fathers enlisted, desire to express 
to you and to the fighting men of 
the South African Republic our 
admiration for the genius 
that have checked 
‘of the Trans- 


great 
and courage 
English invasion 
vaal. 

The undersigned extend their 
earnest desire that in the end the 
South African Republic will tri- 
umph over England in a war in 
which the Boer cause is noble and 
the English cause ynjust. 
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PRETORIA, May 2%9.—By stress of dire 
circumstances the message from the school- 
boys of America to -Presidegt Kruger, 
delivered this day, has the tone of sym- 
pathy and sorrow at the final misfortune 
which is about to wipe the South African 
Republic from the roll of independent na- 
tions, rather than of encouragement to a 
people fighting for liberty—for the fight 
has been fought, and Jost. 

The message was delivered in the exec- 
utive chamber at the Capitol, through the 
windows of which came the rumble of ox 
carts and general confusion attendant up- 
on the evacuation of the city by the 
families of the Boers. ‘The British are re- 
ported to be approaching. 

There was an impressive 
chamber as the stern and venerable Presti- 
dent of this doomed _republic bent for- 
ward to receive from Messenger James 
Francis Smith of Philadelphia, the packet 
which the boy had traveled 12,000 miles 
to deliver into his hands. 

“Cesar. moriturl te salutamus,”’ quoted 
Secretary of State Reitz, the President 
accepted the message. Then he added a bit- 
ter epigram: “On this occasion the mes- 
gage is reversed. Cesar greets those about 
to die.” 

This reference to thé _United States and 
the message of sympathy from America to 
the President of a dying sister republic 
profoundly moved everyone present. Tears 
giistened in the President's eyes as he took 
the packet from the messenger's hands.

made a manly speech, informing President 
Kruger of the nature of his mission as 
courier of the schoolboys of American 
cities, Secretary of State ReitZ translated 
Smith's simple sentences as they were 
epoken. .

The formation of the posse for active 


}service will be according to military regula- 


tions. Col.

“The actual formation depends upan the 
number of men I shall have. If there are 
only 500 I’ will form a battalion, but \if the 
entire 2500 are eworn in,’ as now intended, 
the organization will be regimental” 

At 2 o'clock Friday afternoon Col. Cave 
ender and his staff met at the sheriff’e of- 
fice and discussed the methods and detalis 
of the posse’s formation for active service. 
It is expected that captains and other com- 
pany officers will be. appointed at this 
meeting. 

Sheriff Pohiman says that all the men 
sworn in Thursday reparted for duty Fri- 
day morning, according to orders. Two on 
three were excused temporarily, for proper 
reasons, but all are subjéct to call @t a 
moment's notice. 

When asked what course he would pur- 
sue in the cases of such men as r 
obey the summons, the sheriff replied ¢ 
Pha tically: 

“I'll send my regular deputies right oat 
and arrest them, no matter whom they may 
be. It will be just the same as in the case 
of jurors, only if anything more severe. All 
delinquents will be held to the Citreult 
Court. If arrested Saturday, it is very-prob- 
able that they wilt have to pass Sunday in 
jail, for it may be difficult to get bond right 
away. Those who refuse to serve must go 
to jail and take the regular process of law.”* 

It was reported Friday that a well-known 
man had hired a substitute te 
his place In the posse comitatus, Shaer- 
iff Pohlman, when asked if the report were 
true, emphatically dented ‘t. 

‘I will take no °substitutes,”’ the sheriff 
said. “Several men have asked me if they 
covld not ‘hire others to serve tn their 
stead, but in every case I have refused. 
In one or two instances a man Well ad- 
vanced In years has told me that any one 
several younger men was willing to 
‘in his place, and I have accepted @ 
er man; but I allow no one to hire @ 
The only way for a man to 
escape service, after I serve him with the 
process, is to show a physician's certificate 
of disability; and 1 want to state that if 
these certificates come in too thick I'll bee 
giricalling on the doctors to become depu-

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COLUMBIA, S. C., June 1.—The national] 
government has sprung a proposition on 
the State of South Carolina which is wor- 
rying the officials. It is a claim for $340,. 
479.89, with probably accrued interest, ‘‘for’ 
the value of ordnance, ordnance stores, 
clothing, camp and garrison equipage taken 
by force from Frederick C. Humphries, 
military storekeeper at Charleston arsenal, 
by Col. Cunningham, Seventeenth Infantry, 
South Carolina Militia, Dec. 30, 1860, acting 
under the order of Gov. Pickens of South 
Carolina.” 

The government made demand on the 
state last fall for the payment of about 
$250,000 due for bonds. The state made a 
counter claim for about $300,000 for Indian 
and Mexican war claims. Through the in- 
fluence of Senator Tillman the Treasury 
Department recently admitted claims in fa- 
vor of the State for $178,000. It was after 
this that the new matter referred to was 
brought to light and Goc. McSweeney no- 
tified. 

The comptroller, in his lengthy letter to 
the governor, states the circumstances of 
this charge being made against the state, 
and the governor is invited to submit any 
counter evigence at his command before 
action required by the statutes is taken to 
collect the claims from the state. 

It appears that until Dec. 17, 1879, the 
charge of $340,479.89 was carried ugainst 
Capt. Humphries. At that time it became 
necessary to settle his accounts, and on the 


evidence of copies of certain orders and 
reports bearing on the seizure the charge 
was transferred to the State of South Caro- 
lina, on the ground that the m€tion taken 
was an act of the state in its sovereign 
capacity. ° ;

rancher, Of course there bave been many 
rumors inspired by the postal seandal of 
fraudulent transactions in the other depart- 
ments—the customs service the engineers 
department and the department @f parks. | 
have every reason to believe thi it these de- 

riments have been conducted in a most 

usinessiike and honest m: inn er. If there is 
one department I am sure it is the cus- 
toms bureau, You can readily understand 
that men who have been in the habit of 
SWindling the government under the Span- 
ish regime do not take kindly to the intro- 
duction of the business methods jinaugu- 
rated by the United States. I think that on 
the whole the entire public service of Cuba 
has been improved.”’ 

“Should you @iscover the existence of ir- 
reguiarities im any «other department, gen- 
eral, what would be your action?” 

“] would institute a thorough investiga- 
tion and punish the offenders,’’ replied the 
general firmly.

I1 am 
responsible for the honest conduct of the 
government and any person found guilty 
will be punished.”

with 3000 men and without an ounce of

like a whirlwind, levying tr.bute, burning, 
| pillaging and leaving a chorus of woe and 
| Jamentation in his trail, 
| The banks of Indianapolis boxed up their 
specie and currency and had it ready for 
immediate ehipment to Chicago or Cleve- 
land. The population was under arms and 
in a day almost thousands were up to re- 
pel the invaders. 

There was one man, however, who saved 
Indiana, Chio and illinois, and in a pitched 
and bloody battle signally defeated Mor- 
gan, made him and his entire force cap-

“Never will I forget that tireless chase. 
Much has been written of the hardships en- 
dured by Morgan's men, of their want of 
sieep, lack of proper supplies, and the nev- 
er-ending ride, ride, ride. People don't 
seem to consider, though, that we went 
through the same thing, being only seven or 


eight hours back of Morgan, and gaining 
on him all the time. Following in his 
path we pursued him for 21 days. covered 


a thousand miles, and during all that time 
I had only # hours’ sleep. The gtrain was 
simply awful’ When we would halt for a 
moment the men would fall down in the 
road and go fast asleep. That luxury was 
not for me, though. I had to draw maps, 
make plans and think of the future. I had 
to Wash my eyes occasionally in pools of 
muddy water to keep awake, Then I would 
have recourse to my old pipe. That was a 
comfort. 

“We found the country terrorized along 
the trail of the gray host we were pursu- 
ing.

“IT sent Morgan, his ‘men and artillery to 
Columbus, O., and divided among the poor 


people of Buffington the vast amount of 
booty Morgan’s men had collected. You 
should have seen it. There were wom- 


en's corsets, hats, skirts, petticoats, shoes 
and dress good of every description. The 
rebels made a pretty band, riding loaded 
down with such stuf? After I had de- 
feated Gen. Morgan and captured his en- 
tire force, my superior officer, Gen. Judah, 
whose foolish order made the raid possi- 
ble, came up and guperseded me. To this 
I protested, and the matter was laid be- 
fore Gen. Burnside. He at once put me 
back in command and gaid some nice 
about the country being grateful 


for what had done. 

“The etrain during that ride was im- 
mense. I have told you about the people 
singing ‘Rally Round the Flag.’ Well, 
when I got home, a week after the bat- 
tle, a little colored boy near my house 
began to sing that. I told my wife to

MINNEAPOLIS, June 1.—State Treasurer 
Koerner has just completed the investment 


of a half million dollars belonging to the 
permanent school fund that has been re- 
celved by the state from payments on land 
certificates and jand sales held by State 
Auditor Dunn eince Jan. 1. The tast $200,000 
was invested a few days ago in Virginia 
state bonds bearing interest at the rate of 2 
per cent for the first year and 3 per. cent 
thereafter 

Mr. Koerner has found it difficult during 
the last six months to find desirable invest- 
ments for the school fund, and as a result, 
with the last inveetment made as well as 
the previous ones, it was Necessary to pay 
a premium on the bonds before they could 
be purchased. In all the State has invested 
in United States bonds, Massachusetts, Ala- 
bama, Delaware, Tennessee, Virginia, state 
capitol certificates and other miscellaneous 
bonds over $7,000,000. The various school 
funds also have as an asset $6,280,003 due on 
land contracts, that is, land sold to settlers 
on time, bearing a good rate of Interest, 
making a total of $13,000.00 owned by the

The census man starts on his rounds to-day. 

All citizens, especially women, should ,bear in mind that 
the census man is not a prying fellow trying to get infor- 
mation to which he is not entitled. He is an agent of the 
government, appointed to collect facts of public importance. 
It is his business to ask questions, but he will not ask any 
which he is not commanded to ask by the census bureau. 

Therefore, answer him civilly and promptly. 

He will ask you how old you are. Don’t keep him waiting 
and don’t tell him he its impertinent. He doesn’t care how 
old or how young you are. The information is for public 
purposes end has no personal bearing. 

He will ask you where you were born, whether you are 
married or sing!e, how many children you have, besides 
many other questions which are not considered in ‘good 
form” except in the census year. 

Again, he wil] ask you if you are white or colored. This 
sounds absurd when he can read the answer in your skin. 
But that does not matter. He is directed to ask and you 
must answer. 

Remember that nobody will see the answers except the 
census taker himself and the census officials in Washington. 
And they are all sworn to secrecy. Besides the enumérator 
is instructed to see that no curious persons overhear your 
answers. 

So, treat the census man nicely. He means well and is 
doing well. Respect shown him is respect shown your coun- 
try, whose servant he is. And don’t forget for a moment 
that if you don’t answer the United States marshal will 


put you in fail. ‘

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WILL “THE SEX” STRIKE? 


“The Sex,” of course, is the female sex—the ladies. One of 
them wrote a book some years ago entitled “The Strike of a 
Sex,’ and followed it up by another, under the title “When 
the Sex Struck,”’ which gave an alarming forecast of what 
might happen if “The sex" should go on strike. Are there any 
indications that it may do so? : 

“The sex” is getting pretty thoroughly organized. At Mil- 
waukee next week the National Federation of Women's Clubs 
will kold its fifth biennial session. That Federation has a mem- 
bership of 150,000—rather a strong union. 

There are State federations in nearly all the States, united 
in one vast national Federation. The union is growing rapidly. 
Its organizers are hard worktrs. It has no walking delegates 
as yet, because a strike has not been decided on. Perhaps 
“the sex’’ does not think it is organized sufficiently to declare 
one. 

If this strike ever comes, it will be a big one. All the clubs 
and federations will go out at once. There will be no sympa- 
thetic strikes, for only the men will be left to call them. 

Perhaps the best way to be prepared for the strike of “The 
sex” is for the men to retain all the front door keys. The 
strike might then be easily turned into a lockout. 
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Senator Hoar's bill providing that a plurality shall elect 
United States Senators may do much good in preventing 
legislative deadlocks, but it will not operate to prevent lee- 
isiative corruption. United States Senators ought to be 
chosen by the ‘people. 
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UNDER THE FOOD TRUST, 


In his romance of the future, “When the Sleeper Wakes.” 
which the Post-Dispatch published, H. G. Wells tells of the 
universal food trust. That such a trust is not only possible, 
but probable, no one who has watched the growth of monopoly 
can doubt. 

When we come under that trust, the slot lunch machine will 
probably become universal. There is one in the city of 
Cologne, and it works to perfection. It is in a restaurant, on 
the walis of which are such mottoes as “Help Yourself,” “No 
Tipe,” “Be Your Own Waiter,” etc. 

That last sentence, “Be Your Own Walter,” explains why 
the coming food trust will compel us all to eat from slot ma- 
chines. It will, at one thrust, put out of work the army of 
Waiters, thereby securing its first great “economy.” 

And as the eating public, which includes all of us, will have 
to take what the trust’s slot lunch machines offer or go 
hungry, we may well tremble as we think of the tough, meat- 
less sandwiches, the chicory coffee, the oleo butter, the picnic 
lemonade, the logwbod claret and all the other trust-made 
articles of diet that a mbnopoly in food would place before its 
customers 80 as to insure dividends for its stockholders. 

Under the food trust, it will be of no use to smash the slot 
lunch machines. A man does not quarrel with his bread and 
oleo. The trust might forget to fil) the machines overnight. 
He would, of course, grin and bear it. 

There could be no better day than the Fourth of July for 
meetings to express disapproval of expansion through blood- 
shed.

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HE ACCUMULATED A FORTUNE. 


It is authoritatively given out that Andrew Carnegie re- 
cently declared that his. possessions might readily be con- 
verted into $200,090,000 cash. 

The greater part of this enormous fortune has been ac- 
cumulated, not made, within a quarter of a century by 
means of monopoly privileges granted by the United States 
government. ° 

When a man makes a fortune, just that much is added 
to the stock of wealth in the country. When he accumu- 


lates it, it Is inerely transferred froin those who make it 
to his possession. 

Fortunes are made by labor of hand and brain. They 
are accumulated by the application of the monopoly 


principle. 

Years ago Mr. Carnegie got a monopoly grant. He was 
protected in the market from the competition of manufac- 
turers Who wanted to sell their goods cheaper than he was 
willing to sell his. 

The result is satisfactory to Mr. Carnegie, for he*kas 
accumulated %3200,000,000. 

But it is not so satisfactory to the people who made that 
wealth. They want to know why, they having made it, Mr. 
Carnegie should get It. 

The protective tariff is, as Mr. Havemeyer declared, the 
mother of trusts. The Carnegie trust is only one of many 
which is bottomed on the same monopoly tariff grant. Re- 
peal the tariff, and the trust which it supports will fall of 
its own weight. Then people who make money can keep 
it for themselves. The accumulator’s occupation will be

PUTTING THE 8HOT. 


rather than agility. The form can be ac- 
quired rather easi y. Height {s an :mportant 
adjunct, but it is not absolutely necessary. 
Beck, the Yale champion, who has a record 
of 42 feet, is a short man. Your form 
should be practiced for some time without 
the shot. 

Place your right foot at the rear of the 
circle, and in‘a lateral position. Bending 
your body to the rear, and with the right 
knee slightly bent hold your left arm out 
stiff to the front, scarcely touching the 
ground with the toe of your left foot, which 
is placed a atep ahead, The right hand must 
be Held with the palm upward close to the 
head and almost resting on the snoulder. 
In this position move up and down, getting 


the balance on your right leg. As soon as 
this Is ascertained take one hop across the 
circle, landing on both feet with rhe left 
at the extreme edge of the ring and the 
right at about the middle of the circle; then 
with hardly a stop in the motion, turn your 
body around as swiftly and as strong.y as 
possible toward the left, at the same time 
shooting your right hand forward. 

The speed with which these two motions 
are made will do much toward increasing 
the distance of your put. On alighting in 
this last position -.the right foot will be 
near the circie on the place just vacated 
by the left foot, with the right side of your 
body bent forward and almost toppling over 
the edge of the circle. This is the ideal 
form and should be striven for by working 
without the shot in your hand, 

Practice the balance, the hop and the 
turn until you are always sure that you 
will reach exactly to the edge of the ring. 
An inch away from itis an inch lost in the 
distance of your put, which is measured 
from the outer edge of the ring. Should 
you fall forward out of the circle, the ef- 
fort is a foul and of course doeg not count. 

Great care should be taken to observe 
at what elevation you make your put. Do 
not make it too high or tbdo low. The 
proper elevation will be observed in time.

In competition, do not lift the shot with 
your right. hand. *Roll it. into the circle

SHOT, HAMMER AND POLE. 


Trainer Atkin, of Smith Academy, Gives Post- 


the Third Lesson 


in Athletic Sports. i 


THE HAMMER THROW. 

Grasp the hammer with your right hand 
at the lowest part of the handle and your 
left at the top. Place the right foot at 
the back edge of the circle with the left 
apart from it and alightly to the rear. 
Place the ball of the hammer as far out 
as you can by bending over in about, what 
may be termed a half stooping position. 
The ball should be some distance to the 
right of the right foot. Swing the hammer 
twice around over the left shoulder. At 
the third swing whirl your body around 
swiftly, increasing the speed of the ham- 
mer (rather than allowing the speed of the 
hammer to take you with it) At the end 
of this motion you will be a little distance 
past the center of the circle, facing the 
direction in which the hammer will go. 

These three whirls of the hammer will, 

made with properly increasing speed, 
bring the hammer to the proper elevation, 
From this: second position swing immedl- 
tely and strongly into the third, letting the 
hammer go over the left shoulder. In this 
third position you will be facing to the 
rear, with your left heel touching the cir- 
cle and your body bending backward. 

As in the shot put, do not fall out of the 
circle, but wait for the hammer to fall 
and then step out of the back of the circle. 

In any competition for these two events, 
should your adversary use other material 
than that used by yourself, see that the ref- 
eree weighs them. Human nature is not 
innately dishonest, but the weather may 
be warm and an ounce or two of the metal 
in thelr s: or hammer may have melted 
away. 

During the winter months use the same 
exercises as8 for the shot. 

THE POLE VAULT. 

As in the broad jump, a mark should be 
placed in the runaway at a distance which 
will make you sure that you will always 
reach the place for your take-off on your 
take-off fant (the left). Back of this mark, 
place a second, some distance to the rear.

Chat About the Decision in the McCoy 
and Ryan Bout. 

The fight between Kid McCoy and Tommy

The latter admitted that there Was a pre- 
vious agreement that it should be a draw if 
both men were on their feet at the end of 
the sixth round. 

Referee Hogan, on the.other ‘hand, in- 
sists that no one told him about the draw 
with both men on their feet. ‘tiogan's 
reputation for honesty was not questuoned 
rrevious to the fight anywhere. The pub- 
fic was cheated in a measure that no of- 
ficial Aint was given out that it was to 
be a draw with both standing, although ru- 
mor amticipated it. McCoy received the 
decision and is entitled to the ‘honors on 
that, but it Was a bungled affair from the 
Start. 


At the end of the fight Ryan turned away 
and Hogan grabbed McCoy’s arm quickly 
and held it up, proclaiming him winner. 

Ryan rushed to Hogan and called: 

“lt was a draw, Malachy, with both on 
their feet. It’s in the articles.’’ 

“They never said anything to me about 
it,” answered Hogan. Hogan put on his 
hat and coat and climbed through the 
ropes and stood an one of the lower eteps 
when Ryan falled\to him and after a word 
or two the \puellist sent a right over the 
ropes and down on Hogan. t struck on 

he top of the referee’s head and threw his 
1at to the floor and shoved him back. Ho- 
gan began the promenade toward the ring 
for a mix-up, perfectly willing to take a 
beating if any one didn’t like his decision. 

A police officer grabbed Ryan and 
dragged, him off. He had the gloves on 
when hei struck Hogan. It was a flash in 
the pan and over 60 quickly that littie will 
be thought of it. 


Ryan was clearly in the wrong there. Hé 
ran over to the Kid, who rose up with a 
towel over his shoulder, preferring to talk 
on his feet, and said: 

“Tt was to be a draw with both of us on 
the feet, McCoy.”’ 

“There's the referee,” said the Kid. 
“You'll have to talk to him.” 

At this time it could be seen that Ryan's 
right ear was filled with blood where the 


cut slightly, Ryan claiming it was by the 
Kid's head.

A. G. Spalding Tells About the Ath.

NEW YORK, June 1—A. G. Spalding,
